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THE STARS TURN SEPIA 


T wo coloured girls are making a great impact on 
British audiences. They are Eartha Kitt, the star 
of New Faces, and Dorothy Dandridge, the 
tempestuous Carmen of Carmen Jones, now 
playing at the Deans gate Cinema, Manchester. 


G IRLS are the key to the popu- 
larity of most of today’s suc- 
cessful singers — girls who stand 
in the rain outside stage-doors, buy 
sheet music and records, and iden- 
tify popular idols with their own 
romantic longings. 

No such key fits Eartha Kitt. 
She appears to be singing neither 
to the girls, nor to the boys. Eartha 
Kitt sings to please herself — a 
dreamy, slightly contemptuous 
Negro girl, breathing at a mirror. 
Orson Welles called her ‘the most 
exciting woman in the world’, and 
made her play Helen of Troy in a 
play he produced in Paris. 

Bom in South Carolina, the 
daughter of a cotton grower, 
Eartha’s first job was in a Brooklyn 
clothing factory. She toured with 
Katherine Dunham’s company of 
singers and dancers, appeared in 
two French films, and sang in 
nightclubs in London and New 
York. Now she is starring in a 
straight play on Broadway called 
Mrs. Patterson. 

But primarily Eartha Kitt is a 
singer of sophisticated songs, on a 
par with, and perhaps even greater 


than, Dietrich. Like Marlene, Eartha 
makes no attempt to make her 
public love her, she shrugs off her 
audiences as intruders at an inti- 
mate and highly personal rite. Her 
songs are unsentimental, their lyrics 
utterly materialistic. ‘I want to be 
evil,’ she sings in her theme song, 
'I'll take the Jaguar on the right,' 
she murmurs at the end of another 
number. She protests to Santa Claus 
that she has been a good girl all 
year (“Think of all the fun I’ve 
missed, think of all the fellows that 
I haven’t kissed”), so would he 
please oblige with a yacht, an apart- 
ment and cheques. It's somebody 
else who, on yet another Kitt record, 
suggests ‘Mink Shmink — what have 
you got if you haven’t got love?’ 
Kitt takes love for granted. She 
is not so much concerned with the 


looks of her lover as with his bank 
balance. Again, like Dietrich, she 
appeals more to the disenchanted 
than to the romantic. The outrage- 
ousness of her lyrics are matched 
by the innocence of her delivery. 
‘T. S. Eliot writes books for me. 
King Farouk’s on tenterhooks for 
me’, she coos, emphasising the 
vibrato in her voice rather than 
trying to hide it as most singers 
do. Whatever she sings whether it 
is in English, Turkish, French or 
Spanish, the effect is the same — a 
terrible innocent declaiming her sins 
in the voice of a choir boy whose 
voice is just threatening to break. 

What Eartha Kitt shares with 
Dorothy Dandridge, apart from the 
sepia colouring, is a prediliction for 
lyrics forever dwelling on the de- 
sirability of mink and motor cars. 


Otherwise, Miss Dandridge is a 
completely different kind of girl. 
She is a preacher’s daughter from 
Cleveland, Ohio, who kept up her 
acting studies while making good 
as a band and cabaret singer. There 
is nothing equivocal about her 
attractions. What she has she uses. 
She pouts, she preens, jshe undu- 
lates, she even ‘smoulders’. If her 
appeal is less subtle than Eartha’s 
it is probably more universal. 

It is Dandridge who makes the 
extraordinary mixture of Bizet's 
music and Oscar Hammerstein II’s 
lyrics in Carmen Jones acceptable. 
Neither Bizet, nor M6rim6e, nor, 
for that matter, Hammerstein II, 
could have asked for an earthier, a 
more vital Carmen, Carmen Jones, 
as portrayed by Dorothy Dan- 
dridge, is the woman as animal, 
the eternally feminine that has had 
poets singing, and singers baying, 
from time immemorial.

train ride from Tokio, is one of the score 
of small villages where the men sweep the 
sea for the fish that is a staple commodity in 
Japanese diet.

When the 
fishing-boats go to sea, Onjuku’s women aged 
from 14 to 60 spend a full day diving for 
pearls, shell and edible seaweeds in the icy 
Pacific waters off-shore. 

Work begins at sunrise, ends at sunset when 
the women “man-handle” their heavily 
timbered boats from the surf, drag them to 
security on the beach. The work is so lab- 
orious that divers must eat five meals a day 
to maintain their energy. The waters in which 
they hunt are so cold that they have to make 
frequent trips to the beach to warm their 
bodies by a fire. Older brothers and sisters 
take care of the babies while the mothers 
are at work. The village where these half- 
naked women tail is becoming.-, a tourist 
attraction.

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Police cars from several precincts converged upon the neighborhood and a 
man-hunt, seldom equalled, was started For several days the most concentrated 
drive in the history of southern California was pursued, to no avail. Then, ten 
days later, two little boys playing near a culvert in a field found June. She had 
been dead for several days and the body was in the first stages of decomposition. 

Her head had been smashed by a terrific blow apparently delivered with a 
blunt iron instrument, such as a tire iron. 

Before her murder the little girl had been cruelly ravished.
